Senate, responding to appeals 
toheip.heal-tbe-last .wounds- 
of the Vietnam War,, voted 
overwhelmingly Thur^w to 
recommend that President 
Clinton lift the trade embargo 
imposed on the Hanoi gov- 
ernment nearly 20 years ago. 

The 62-38 vote concluded 
an impassioned two-day de- 
bate, in which one side plead- 
ed for normalization of rela- 
tions with Vietnam, while the 
other side urged the adminis- 
tration to wait until the Viet- 
namese government has ac- 
counted more fully for U.S. 
servicemen missing in South- 
east Asia since die war. 

Although the resolution is 
non-binduig, it calls on the 
president to cod the embargo 
“as expeditiously" as possi-, 
ble.

Frank L. Clouse Jr., who was drafted and went 
through basic training, but failed to go to Vietnam 
as ordered,

— $228 billion 
deficit seen 
for fiscal ’94

WASHINGTON — Congressional Bud- 
get Office Director Robert D. Rcischaucr 
said Thursday that President Clinton's fis- 
cal policies would result in lower federal 
budget deficits over the next few years than 
the nonpartisan agency had predicted a 
year ago. 

Rcischaucr projected the deficit for the 
current fiscal year, which ends Sept. 31, 
would be $223 billion — $68 billion less 
than he had predicted 12 months ago. The 
deficit would narrow to $166 billion by fis- 
xal 1996, he said. — - 

“The dramatic improvement since last 
January is largely the result of the enact- 
ment in August of a major package of tax 
increases and spending cuts" pushed 
through Congress by the White House, 
Rcischaucr told the Senate Budget Com- 
mittee. 

The forecast offers independent backing 
for the Clinton administration’s claims 
about the effect of its fiscal policies. 

Rcischaucr also offered a bullisfrforccast 
for the economy. He said CBO analysts cs-. 
timntc the economy will grow at an annual 
rate of 3 percent through the end of 1995, 
with unemployment falling from 6.4 per- 
cent to 6.0 percent and inflation remaining 
below 3 percent. 

In the five years to 1999, the CBO ex- 
pects the economy to accelerate at on aver- 
age annual rate of 2.6 percent, Rcischaucr 
said. 

Rcischaucr agreed Thursday that over 
the long term, the deficit remains a “signif- 
icant drag on the standard of living m the 
United States." According to CBO fore- 
casts, the deficit will begin heading upward 
again after fiscal 1996, to $365 billion by 
2004, driven largely by rising government 
outlays for Medicare and Medicaid. 

This forecast docs not take into account 
the effect of the proposed Clinton health 
care plan. The president contends that his. 
plan will reduce the deficit by mort than 
$50 billion over the next five years. Critics 
warn that it will create a broad category of 
• new entitlements that could, end up adding 
> billions to federal expenditures. 

. Rcischaucr is to give Congress his esti- 
mate of the health plan’s impact on the 
budget on Feb. I .

WASHINGTON (AP) — Warnings that 
the climate along the north Atlantic could 
chill abruptlyjiy tens of degrees were a lit- 
tle too dire, new research indicates. 

Instead, the earth’s climate is remarkably 
stable, and there is little reason to think 
that will change, according to a study to be 
published Friday in the journal Science. 

The study “is mollifying what appears to 
be a rather sensational finding and m some 
sense a disturbing finding," said Dr.

Florida system becomes model 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In a pre- 
view of the president’s plan to over- 
haul the nation's welfare system, the 
Clinton administration gave Florida 
permission Thursday to experiment 
with time-limited benefits and subsi- 
dies to employers who hire welfare 
recipients. 

A senior administration official said 
Florida’s demonstration project is sig- 
nificant because it mirrors President 
Clinton’s efforts to expand education, 
training and child-care for parents on 
welfare while limiting their benefits to * 
two years. 

In his State of the Union address 
Tuesday, Clinton promised to intro- 
duce welfare-reform legislation this 
spring. Although the administration 
has outlined its plan in broad terms, it 
has yet to make the tough decisions 
about costs and financing. 

Seventeen Senate Republicans, 
including .Minority Leader Bob .Dole, 
tried to upstage Clinton by introducing 
their own plan Thursday. 

Similar to the House Republicans’ 
bill, the Senate measure would reauire 
more welfare recipients to work, limit 
aid to immigrants, and force unmar- 
ried teen-age mothers, to live with a 
parent to qualify for welfare. 

In Florida, parents who participate 
in the demonstration will be allowed 
to collect welfare for a maximum of 
24, months in any five-year period. 
While on the rolls, parents will be eli- 
gible for training, education, child 
care, health insurance and intensive 
case manqocment. 

The Clfntonadministration also 
wants to limit welfare benefits to 24 - 
months over a certain, but still unde- 
cided, length of time, the senior 
administration official said. Its plan 
will also include counseling, education 
or training, and help with child core

In Florida, the slate will guarantee the end of 24 months, according to 
a minimum-wage job — in either the federal Department of Health 


and Human Services. 

The state will offer incentive pay- 
ments — 70 percent of the recipient’s 
current benefits for up to one year — 
to private companies that hire welfare 
recipients. Employer subsidies will 
also be an element of the Clinton plan, 
the administration official said. 

"Able-bodied people who want to 
work will get the chance to work and 
those who don’t want to work will be 
out the door in two years. Those who 
truly can't work will be unaffected by 
this new program," said Jim Towcy, 
secretary of Florida’s Department of 
Health and Rehabilitative Services. 

Parents who refuse to comply will 
lose their share of the family’s welfare 
check. Payments to the children could 
continue, but only through a third 
party. 

The “Family Transition Program" 
will operate for eight years in two 
counties — Alachua and Escambia — 
beginning next month. 

Two hundred welfare families in 
each county will enrolled during the 
first 60 days. Other families will added 
later, but the state says it’s too early to 
say. how many will ultimately be 
affected. 

Combined, the two counties hnve 
10,800 families on the foils of Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC). As of October, Florida had 
254,000 AFDC families statewide. 

The experiment required a waiver of 
federal regulations governing AFDC, 
a state-federal welfare program that 
supports 5 million low-income fami- 
lies nationwide, most of them headed 
by a single mother. 

Under Florida’s plan, parents in the 
experiment who leave welfare for 
work will be given day-care assistance 
for two years, instead of Ihe usual one

Politicians 
latch onto 
uprising

. MEXICO CITY — Rafael Aguilar, 
an obscure presidential candidate, 
thought he’d score big by declaring 
that his political party was the "peace- 
ful arm” of pic rebel mo vement in 
southeastern Mexico. 

No way, the rebels quickly replied. 
He’s not one of us. 

Undetened, Aguilar is organizing a 
protest march, complaining that the 
rebels are getting entirely too much 
attention. 

He's not the only one trying to turn 
the uprising to his political advantage. 

All over Mexico City, politicians arc 
looking for ways to profit from the 
rebellion that erupted New Year’s Day 
in the impoverished state of Chiapas. 

Leaders of Mexico’s two main 
opposition parties, the leftist 
Democratic Revolutionary Party and 
the right-wing National Action Party, 
have voiced sympathy with the rebels. 

Cuauhtemoc Cardenas, the 
Democratic Revolutionary Party's 
", presidential candidate, said the 
Chiapas revolt exposed “the falseness 
of the supposed modernization” car- 
ried out by Mexican President Carlos 
Salinas de Gortari. He warned there 
would be problems if there was elec- 
toral fraud in the Aug. 21 presidential 
elections. 

“1 don't call for violence, but if they 
don’t respect the vote, there could be 
an insurrection more serious than the 
one in Chiapas,” Cardenas said last 
week. 

Cardenas, son of the late Mexican 
President Lazaro Cardenas, was nar- 
rowly defeated for president in 1988 
by Salinas amid charges of fraud. 

“The people won’t put up with 
another hoax,” Cardenas said. 
“Misery, marginalization, abuse of 
power, corruption and fraud ore com- 
mon evils in Mexico. We should cor- 
rect the causes if we don't want more 
insurrections.” 

Diego Fernandez do Cevallos, 
the National Action Party’s presi- 
dential candidate, also warned of 
trouble. 

“Not having clean elections could 
present grave problems," he said. 

His spokesman, Alberto Loynla, 
blames Salinas, saying the president 
neglected domestic needs while 
pursuing free trade with the United 
States. Now, he said, the Mexican 
government needs to bring social 
justice to Chiapas, rescuing land- 
starved Indians “who arc practically 
living in slavery." 

“It’s a profound problem," he said. 
"You can’t just take some aspirin and 
watch it go away." 

Political analysts say it is too early 
to determine what eftect opposition 
parties' political maneuvering will 
have on the elections. But they say the 
impact is certain to be profound 
because of the uprising’s unprecedent- 
ed nature. 

“It isn’t possible to think that the 
presidential campaign will be the 
sanie," said Gabriel Szekely, a politi- 
cal scientist at the Center for U.S.- 
Mexico Studies at the University of 
California at San Diego. "From here 
on out, everything has changed. This 
has even been a surprise for the oppo- 
sition parties. They’ve been overcome 
by these developments." 

Lithuania signs 
]N[ATO pact 

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) — 
Lithuania signed up for NATO’s 
partnership plan Thursday, becom- 
ing the first former Soviet republic 
to embrace a deal that offers cooper- 
ation to. former foes while denying 
them full membership. 

Before signing the document at 
NATO headquarters, President 
Algirdas Brazauskas told ambas- 
sadors of the 16 NATO nations that 
Lithuania eventually plans to join 
the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. 

That aim could upset Russia, 
Lithuania's neighbor and former 
ruler. 

Moscow- opposes any eastward 
expansion of thfc" Western military 
alliance and reacted with alarm this 
month when Lithuania became the 
first of its former Warsaw Pact satel- 
lites to formally apply for NATO 
membership. 

Lithuania became the second for- 
mer Warsaw Pact state to accept the 
limited NATO offer. Romania 
signed up Wednesday. Poland and 
Estonia are expected to do similar 
next week, followed by other eastern 
European nations. 

The program, proposed by the

Time is running out 
for mighty tobacco lobby 


Whether they know it or not, 
smokers, and the folk who supply 
their suicidal habit are playing a po- 
litical end game. 

In Boise, health organizations are 
proposing a 50-ccnt increase in Ida- 
ho’s cigarette tax.. (From the current 
1 8 cents a pack to 68 - enough to im- 
prove the appeal of cold turkey.) 

In Salt Lake City, Utah's Legisla- 
ture is debating. a ban on smoking in 
public places. 

Meanwhile, in the nation’s capital, 
the tobacco lobby is whining about 
the president's plan to finance his 
health-care package with "sin taxes." 
Tobacco growers and cigarette com- . 
panics warn that a tax increase will 
decrease demand for their product 
and spread economic hardship across 
the Southeast. 

The tobacco lobby may still have 
the strength to win these skirmishes. 
No matter. Those who produce and 
consume tobacco cannot resist forev- 
er the relentless advance of public 
awareness. 

As of this week, 30 years have 
passed since the U.S. surgeon gener- 
al began publicizing tobacco’s dan- 
gers. Rurc is the American who has 


not heard about the hundreds of thou- 
sands killed by the insidious J.caf_ev-_ 
cry year. 

Rare also is the American who 
docs not understand how tobacco-re- 
lated ailments drive up the nation’s 
medical costs and insurance premi- 
ums. 

And rare is the American who has 
not heard ubout the dangers of “sec- 
ond-hand smoke.” 

In years to come, smokers will sec 
their filthy habit become unwelcome 
in more and more places, and they 
will find increasing national reluc- 
tance to subsidize their self-inflicted 
medical costs. 

Likewise, those who grow and pro- 
cess tobacco will find little sympathy 
for any economic hardship they may 
suffer because of declining sales. 

Certainly the tobacco lobby will 
fight, just as the Luddite movement 
of 19th-century England fought 
against machinery that eliminated 
hand labor. But, just as the Luddites 
inevitably failed, so must the tobacco 
lobby lose its rearguard struggle. 

A smart smoker will quit now. A 
smart tobacco farmer will look for 
another crop.

Yeltsin brushed away his own tears as soldiers 
laid a wreath at Piskaryovskoyc Memorial 
Cemetery for victims of the 900-day siege. 

At least 800,000 people died of hunger and cold 
during the blockade after German troops circled 
- Russia’s second largest city. • , 

“No other city has gone through what Leningrad 
and Leningraders suffered," Yeltsin said. “Glory to 
the veterans who won this victory, and eternal 
memory to those who were killed." 

The anniversary dominated newspapers across 
Russia. Some criticized the government for doing 
too little for survivors, many of whom are strug- 
gling to get by on small pensions. 

“Veterans of the battle of Leningrad and 
Leningraders who lived through the siege do not 
look, to our great shame, like victors decorated 


with laurels," wrote the military newspaper 
Krasnaya Zvezda, or Red Star. 

“The state and society are not very lavish with 
signs of attention to them." 

There are an estimated 400,000 siege survivors, 
in St Petersburg, now a city of 5'million. The city 
took back its czarist name in 1991. 

The government gave survivors 10,000 to 15,000 
rubles — S6.50 to $10 — to mark the anniversary. 
The federal and state governments spent about S3 
million on the celebration. 

Yeltsin announced that a statue of Marshal 
Georgy Zhukov, who ted the Soviet armed forces 
in World War U and lifted the siege of Leningrad, 
would be built on Moscow’s Red Sqaure. - 

Yeltsin also visited the village of Maiyino, north 
of St. Petersburg, where the .Red Army first broke 
the siege. More than 150,000 Soviet soldiers were 
killed in a week of fighting on a tiny bridgehead at 
the Neva River. 

In a tent near the bridgehead site, Yeltsin sam- 
pled a typical soldier’s meal of canned beef and hot 
tea, then toasted veterans and survivors with vodka.

BOISE (AP) — Students in Idaho 
alternative high schools think regular 
classrooms arc boring and don ’I really 
teach the things teen-agers need to 
enter the job market. ^ 

They like alternative schools, with 
much more attention from teachers, 
small class sizes and a feeling of 
"family.” 

Those were some-of the sentiments - 

expressed to a legislative committee 
on Thursday, part of an experiment to 
use the statewide public television 
system to carry legislative proceed- 
ings in Boise to the rest of the state. 

House Speaker Michael Simpson, 
R-Blackfoot, wants more of it. 

“It will extend the legislative 
process, give people outside the city 
of Boise a chance to take part in that 
process,” Simpson said. 

Afterward, Simpson said he hoped 
to equip a room in the Capitol Mall 
for two-way television links with 
other parts of the state. 

The 1993 Legislature held the first 
two-way hearing, with lawmakers in 
Boise connected with a classroom in 
Pocatello. 




Thursday's project was to include 
links with seven locations, with stu- 
dents from alternative schools telling 
lawmakers what they thought needed 
to be changed about the regular edu- 
cation system. 

Eventually, lawmakers heard from 
students in Coeur d’Alene, Boise, 
Idaho Falls, Pocatello and Twin Falls. 
A mixup in arrangements caused the 
Lewiston and Moscow sites to drop 
out, but students in other areas had 
plenty to say. 

Students at alternative schools have 
experienced discipline, academic or 
truancy problems at mainstream pub- 
lic schools. Some arc pregnant or have 
children.

Survey shows public backs 
measure to limit property taxes 
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BOISE (AP) — The author of the 
initiative to cap property taxes at 1 
percent of value got a major boost 
Thursday from a new public opinion 
survey showing just over half those 
-polled support the One Percent 
Initiative. 

“That is very good news,” anti-tax 
activist Ron Rankin said. “My big 
concern right now is not_becoming 
too optimistic." 

The fifth annual Idaho Policy 
Survey conducted by .the Survey 
Research Center at Boise State 
University found that 77 percent of 
the 810 people polled statewide last 
falFwerc aware of Rankin’s initiative, 
and of them 51 percent supported it. 

Thirty-eight percent said they 
opposed the initiative while 11 per- 
cent had no opinion. 

The telephone survey, conducted 
during the last week of October and 
fust week of November, had an error 
rate of plus or minus 3.4 percent. 

Only 30 percent had heard of the 
Democratic alternative to Rankin’s 
proposal, which would restore the 5 
percent annual cap on increases in 
property-tax financed budgets and 
expand some residential property tax 
breaks. 

The latest results showed a signifi- 
cant shift of opinion since 809 people 
were polled on the issue in 1991 — ■“ a 
year before voters overwhelming 
rejected Rankin’s original One. 
Percent Initiative. In that poll, only 
23 percent supported the proposal ‘ 
and 20 percent opposed it. The other 
57 percent cither had not heard about 
it or had no opinion. 

Critics of the initiative, who spent

TWIN FALLS - Anyone with a note from 
their banker and the muscle to lift a 250-ton 
home can bid Saturday on the historic Old 
Boone House next to the Magic Valley Mall. 

Wall Auctioneers and Sales Management 
Co. of Kimberly is conducting the auction of 
the house, at .131 1 Pole Line Road in Twin 
Falls. 

Auctioneer Kaye Wall said Thursday 
- she's had a- few people ask about the house 
in preparation for Saturday’s auction. 

The house was owned by Onin and Juliet 
Boone, who both died in 1992 and was giv- 


en to Fund A Fund A is the Utah investment 
company that owns the Magic Valley Mall 
that sits behind the house. 

Now the mall wants to prepare for con- 
struction of stores on the edge of its parking 
lot and the Boone House is in the way of 
that development 

Last year, the mall tried to give the house 
to the Twin Falls Area Chamber of Com- 
merce to become the new Visitors Bureau, 
but the chamber couldn’t come up the esti- 
mated $3 5,000 to move the house. 

The one-and-a-half story bungalow-style 
house was constructed of lava rock and 
brick, making it heavy and fragile. 

The Boone House was built in 1918 - the 


year World War I ended, Woodrow Wilson 
was president and D.W. Davis was Idaho's 
governor. The house is listed os a historic 
site by the Idaho Historic Society and in 
1980 was placed on the National Register of 
Historic Places. 

Wall Auctioneers will also auction off the 
four utility sheds, the fences and the trees 
near the Boone House. 

The auctioneers are requiring anybody 
who bids at the house must hnvc a letter of 
credit from their bank for $35,000 and must 
agree to move the house by March 15.

Biologists fear range affect on game

BOISE - The proposed Air Force bomb- 
ing range in Owyhee County Would destroy 
much of the critical fawning habitat used 
by the area's pronghorn antelope herds, ac- 
cording to an analysis by Idaho Department' 
of Fish and Game wildlife biologists. 

In the long term, losing the fawning ar- 
eas would cut herd sizes anywhere from 25 
percent to 75 percent, according to the 


analysis released Thursday. 

And, because the unusually productive 
fawning habitat in the northern section of 
the proposed range is produced by a 
“unique” combination of factors,, the report 
states that “there can be no in-kind mitiga- 
tion for the loss of fawning habitats.” 

“It will not be possible to reproduce 
these conditions m places that are not al- 


ready heavily used by antelope,” say the re- 
port’s authors, Regional Wildlife Manager 
Louis Nelson and wildlife research biolo- 
gist Walt Bodie. 

The report was presented to Fish and 
Game commissioners Thursday. 

It adds to concerns that the bombing 
range, proposed by Gov. Cecil Andros os a 
way to ensure that nearby Mountain Home 
Air Force Base will not be closed in the fu- 
ture, would have a crippling effect on

TWIN FALLS - The city and the county 
need to coordinate planning and zoning is- 
sues, the chairman of the county planning 
and zoning commission said Thursday. 

“Wc need to arrange some kind of com- 
munication between county planning and 
zoning and city planning and zoning,” said 
Terry Ray Kramer of Castleford. 

City planners and staffers agreed in a joint 
meeting Thursday with the county planners. 

Much of their discussion focused on the 
differences between city and county zoning 
regulations within the city's "area of im- 
pact." 

Each city and county is required by state 
law to establish an impact area outside of 
the city limits. That area can be ruled by city 
zoning regulations, county zoning regula- 
tions, or “any mutually agreed upon plan.” 

The city of Twin Falls currently controls 
zoning regulations in its impact area on any 
parcel smaller than 20 acres. Larger proper- 
ties arc considered part of the county's agri- 
cultural area. 

When the county approves n division of 
land in the impact area, that property then 
falls under the city’s jurisdiction, Kramer 
said. 

But what the county approves and what < 
the city approves arc two different things, 
said City Engineer Gary Young. 

“Emotions aside, the differences between 
your rules and our roles is what’s creating 
all the controversy," Young said. 

City and county officials agreed that their 
ordinances need to agree as well. 

They were less sure about whether the 
impact area should be renegotiated or 
. whether the county commissioners would 
approve a new impact area. 

City Manager Tom Courtney said the two 
planning bodies needed to reach a consensus 
first. 

"I don’t think wc should be making a de- 
cision based on what wc foresee the politi- 
cal will to be," Courtney said. 

Just as the county docs not plan on allow- 
ing 6,400 homes to be built south of Curry 
Crossing, the city probably docs not want to 
annex 10 square miles .into its impact area, 
Kramer said. 

City and county officials agreed, howev- 
er, that meetings like Thursday’s were a 
good start in approaching long-term plan- 
ning issues. 

The joint meeting was precipitated by a 
county proposal to zone 10 square miles of 
farmland to allow for residential subdivi-

BOISE (AP) - A motorist can 
be charged both with fleeing a 
police officer and drunken driving 
for the same incident, the Idaho 
Court of Appeals has concluded. 

In a Cassia. County case, 
Fidelmiro Vargas Castaneda 
argued he was placed in double 
jeopardy, charged twice for the 
same crime, when a sheriff's 
deputy citing him for fleeing a 
police order and drunken driving. 

The Court of Appeals held that 
the charges were based on sepa-

BURLEY - Three Utah compa- 
nies have filed liens totaling

Western Clay. Company is asking 
for $79,965.49 to pay for clay the 
company says Lomow bought in 
November. 

Several months ago Lomow paid 
off three Idaho companies that had 
filed liens against his company. The 


liens send a message to Lomow that 
the companies will ask a judge to 
have the sheriff’s deparment seize 
his land and auction it to the highest 
bidder if Lomow doesn’t pay. The 
money from the sale of the land 
would pay the companies’ bills. 

Alfred. Barrus, lawyer for the 
companies, said his clients arc able 
to file for foreclosure immediately, 
but they will wail a few weeks for a 
response from Lomow. They have 
up lo six months to file a foreclosure 
against. Lomow. 

Barrus represented the three other 
companies who filed liens. He said 
Lomow paid them a few weeks after 
the lien; were filed. . 

"(The companies) arc doing this 
to protect themselves. I think they 
expect he’ll pay them back, once 
there’s a lien on him,” Barrus said. 

Lomow could not be reached for 
comment Wednesday.

Judge backs state against reservation gaming 


BOISE (AP) — Idaho Indian 
tribes can’t operate casino gambling 
on reservations because it’s against 
state law and the Constitution, a fed- 
eral judge ruled Thursday. 

In a 39-pngc decision, -U.S. 
District Judge Harold Ryan ruled for 
the state in a battle over rights grant- 
ed to Indian tribes by the federal 
Indian Gaming Regulatory Act. 

“It could have been better, it 
could have been worse,” said Ray 
Givens, attorney for the Cocur 
d’Alene Tribe. 

Idaho tribes argued in a lawsuit 
that if the state allows any kind of 
Class III games, such as a lottery 
and betting on horse races, it must 
allow any kind of on-rcservation 
gambling, including casinos. 

But Ryan accepted the state’s 
argument that the federal gaming act 
allows tribes to operate only games 
permitted bv state law or not prohib- 
' ifed.' ■' 

He said a 1987 U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling in a California case 
(Cabazon) makes it dear that casino 
gambling on reservations is banned 
in states which don’t allow it off- 
reservation. 

“Neither the language of IGRA, 
the Cabazon case on which it is 
based ... nor the later federal cases 
interpreted by the act, can be read to 
allow the tribes to conduct casino-

type gambling on reservations in 
Idaho, when the laws and public 
policy of Idaho are so clearly 
against such gaming,” Ryan said. 

“The state is required to negotiate 
only as to those Class III gaming 
activities permitted under state law: 
a lottery and pari-mutuel betting on 
horse, mule and dog races," Ryan 
said. 

But the judge also ruled that the 
state may not conduct its lottery on 
Indian reservations unless it is done 
under terms of a compact negotiated 
by the tribes and authorized by trib- 
al ordinances. 

State officials said they will begin 


negotiating immediately with the 
Nez Perce Tribe, which wants some 
of the money the slate gets from on- 
reservation sales. 

“In order for the state to allow 
profit-sharing, it would be neces- 
sary to amend the distribution pro- 
vision in the lottery statute," said 
Deputy Attorney General David 
High. “That’s a policy call for the 
Legislature to make.” 

Bob Bostwick, spokesman for 
the Coeur d’Alene Tribe, said the 
ruling would hinder economic 
development on the reservations. 

“Our purpose for operating gam- 
ing is to create economic opportu- 
nities," he said. — - 

“I’m afraid this decision is just 
going to help bolster the state’s 
economic blockade on reserva- 
tions,” Bostwick said. 

Ryan said the Indian Gaming 
Regulatory Act allows states tp 
negotiate with Indian tribes on 
issues such as wages and pot lim- 
its, days and hours of operation, 
and capacity of facilities. 

“The state is only obligated to 
negotiate a compact with the tribes 
regarding Class III games which 
are permitted and/or not prohibited 
by the laws and public policy ol 
the state,” the judge said. 

Ryan said Idaho law, which for- 
bids casino gambling, and a 1992 


constitutional amendment doing 
the same thing "controls the 
court’s analysis of what gaming is 
permitted by Idaho and what gam- 
ing is against the law and the pub- 
lic policy of the stale.’’ 

The lawsuit was filed by the 
Cocur d’Alene, Nez Perce and 
Kootenai Indian tribes. 

The Idaho Supreme Court in 
October rejected a challenge from 
the Nez Perce Tribe lo the 1992 
• constitutional amendment which 
made it clearer that casino gam- 
bling was forbidden. 

Givens said he hasn't had time to 
review the entire decision. 
“However, -tho-two-page-dcclarato- 
ry judgment seems t6 split the 
baby in half,” he said.

RUPERT - Residents may see 
fewer street repairs, higher sewage 
rates or higher recreation fees as the 
City Council looks for ways to stave 
off a deficit in this year’s budget. 

After an independent auditor's 
warning last week of a city deficit of 
$42,215.26 for the last fiscal year, 
council members arc looking at ways 
to put money back into the city's 
reserve funds. 

Already the city council has asked 
departments to cut ten percent of their 
budgets to raise about $250,000 for 
the reserve funds, said^Don Dustin, 
public works director for the city. The 
departments will probably not buy 
any more new .'equipment and will 
make fewer capital improvements 
such as street repairs and’rcplaccmcnt 
of irrigation pipes, Dustin said. 

Other options to increase the city’s 
coffers include boosting-recreational 
fees, increasing sewage rales for resi- 


dents and businesses, Mayor W.F. 
“Bill” Whittom said. 

Whittom said two-thirds of people 
who use the public facilities arc from 
out of town. Those people don’t pay 
enough to adequately fund the city’s 
recreation programs, he said. 

The deficit resulted from several 
costs the ciiy did not budget for. 
Whittom said. Last winter’s bills for 
snow removal and power for the city 
buildings was unexpectedly high. He 
said several state grants did not arrive 
in time for the city lo use them. 

Also, Whittom said, last summer 
industries dumped more raw sewage 
than the city’s sewage treatment plant 
could handle, creating costly odor 
problems. The city had to spend more 
than $100,(100 on special chemicals 
to treat the sewage. 

City engineers arc studying 
whether the city’s waste water plant 
needs to be expanded. Committees 
will decide' whether to increase 
sewage rates for industries, residents' 
and small businesses. 


Student who pointed gun suspended 


NAMPA (AP) — A 14-year-old 
junior high school student has been 
suspended for five days by the 
Nampa School District after being 
arrested for allegedly pointing and 
“firing” a toy gun at a teacher. 

The South Junior High School 
student could also face expulsion, 
according to police.

BOISE (AP) — Five guards have 
been reassigned while prison officials 
invcstigalc charges that they taunted' 
Death Row 'inmates on the night of 
Idaho’s first execution in 36 years. 

Keith Eugene Wells died by lethal 
injection early on the morning of Jan. 
6 for the 1990 beating deaths of two 
people in a Boise bar. He dropped his 
appeals and demanded to be execut- 
ed. 

Department of Correction Investi- 


gators were checking into whether, 
on the eve of the execution, Neil 
Young’s “The Needle and the 
Damage Done” and other death-relat- 
ed songs were piped into Death Row 
cells over the Maximum Security 
Institution’s intercom system. 

The lyrics of the 1971 song include 
such lines as, “I watched the needle 
take another man ... Gone, gone, the 
damage done ... I’ve seen the needle 
and the damage done.” 


Some of the 20 condemned men 
that Wells left behind on Death Row 
were shaken. . 

“It really rattled everybody here," 
said Gerald Ross Pizzuto Jr., sen- 
tenced to die for the 1985 beating 
deaths of a Marsing woman and her 
nephew who were prospecting north 
of McCall. 

Pizzuto, 38, said he. heard the 
Young song while sitting on his 
bunk, writing, a letter to his parents 


about Wells’ execution. 

“For an officer to do that, that's 
way out of line. Thai’s like saying,

Wc 
did not even have to stand in a line 
that included people from four full 
flights that all landed at about ihc 
same time.

Only during sweepstakes season do 
rational people get so corned away 
about money they don’t have. And 
it’s perfectly understandable. Because 
this month, millions of homes 
throughout the country arc being 
blanketed with sweepstakes 
envelopes GUARANTEEING MIL- 
LIONS of dollars and FABULOUS 
PRIZES to LUCKY WINNERS like 
YOU! It’s difficult to ignore such 
promising messages. 

After all, getting rich quick is part 
of everyone’s fantasy. 

The folks at Publishers Clearing 
House won’t say exactly how many 
people have a chance at making that 
dream come true. They won’t say 
how many sweepstakes applications 
they send during the year, only that 
the figure amounts to “tens of mil- 
lions." .They won’t talk about the 
odds of winning, either. That's a 
company secret. All they’ll say is that 
lost year, they gave away about $13 
million. (American Family Publishers 
wouldn't even return phone calls.) 

But some of the people who do 
respond go to extremes to enhance 
their chances of hitting the BIG 
MONEY. 

It’s all port of sweepstakes culture.

With their entry forms, contestants 
enclose hand-written hard luck stories 
about ailing husbands and wives and 
children in need of expensive opera- 
tions. 

They send photos of loved ones, 
anyone they think might make a con- 
nection with' the sweepstakes people. 
-And just so there aren't any loose 
ends, says Dove Sayer, Publishers' 
Clearing House spokesman, they also 
send pictures of themselves and their 
homes so the sweepstakes Prize 
Patrol can find. them when they 
become MILLION DOLLAR WIN- 
NERS. 

Pride, it seems, is not a factor when 
it comes to sweepstakes. Begging is 
part of the game. 

And this is the bottom line: Help us 
win! Please? "Nothing,” says Sayer, 
“can influence the drawing." 

Although, sociologically speaking, 
the letters and pleas for money do 
serve a purpose. Says Sayer “They 
certainly help us get a feel for 
America out there. 

"They show us that people are kind 
of the same all over America. They're 
just good, average, salt of the earth 
wonderful people that arc optimistic 
and hope they can win. 

"That’s just the American way.” 

To be accurate, skepticism is also 
part of the American way. Not “every- 
one believes they’ll strike it rich With 
the sweepstakes. 

"J think 1 threw awBy the $10 mil- 
lion thing,” says Estil Deaton, 63, a 
retired warehouse supervisor from 
Dearborn Heights, Mich'. “I could get 
hit by a comet before 1 could win one 
of those.” 

Still, believers hold out for a visit 
from the Publishers Clearing House 
Prize Patrol. 

The four-member patrol waits for 
winners who aren’t at home. 
Sometimes, they wait for days, holed 
up in hotel rooms; eating too much 
junk food. - . 

“It helps to have a sense of adven- 


ture,” says head Prize Patroller Sayer. 
who also happens to be one of the 
Patrol’s inventors. “It’s good to be an 
explorer, somtfbnc who has a sense oT 
mission and won’t stop until the mis- 
sion is accomplished." 

After the prizes are awarded, Prize 
Patrollers send winners solicitous hol- 
iday letters and make occasional 
phone calls. They call just to see how 
everything is going, if the winners are 
happy being rich. . 

Diane Malcolm likes the calls and 
letters. 

But for yc^rs, Diane, 51, chided her 
husband, Dick, every time he filled 
out one of those darned sweepstakes 
entry forms. You’re only wasting 
your stomp, she’d say. No one really 
wins those things. 

But Dick, 51, believed. 

He’d study the sweepstakes forms 
over cups of coffee, carefully filling 
in his entry. A few times, he ordered 
magazines. 

Someone has to win, he’d say. 
Why can’t it be us? “A lot of people 

don't think it’s real, but it is.” 
Besides, “it’s cheaper than a Lotto 
ticket. It's only 29 cents for a stamp." 

Then, lost April 15, the Malcolms 
of Waterford, Mich, won $1 million 
from Publishers Clearing House. And 
this time, they hadn't even ordered 
any magazines. 

The Prize Patrol parked down the 
street. 

Armed with champagne, flowers 
and a sturdy 2-foot-by-2^-foot plac- 
ard, saying Diane had won a $ 1 mil- 
lion, Patrollers knocked on the 
Malcolms’ door while Diane was 
doing dishes.

Idaho’s 1st women’s 
newspaper hits streets 
monthly this weekend

KETCHUM — Nine months ago, 
Priscilla Goldmnnn had an idea. This 
weekend, she's putting it- down in black 
and white. 

Idaho Women's Times will hit the 
streets throughout southern Idaho, dedicat- 
ed to more in-depth coverage of women’s 
health issues, sports, employment, educa- 
tion and other matters than the state’s daily 
papers provide. 

"I think it’s really exciting," Goldmann 
said. “It's been fun and interesting and I 
think once we’re out there women, hopc- 
—fuHyrwill-find it as -worthwhile and as 
meaningful as what I'm trying to achieve." 

Too often, Goldmann- said, papers report 
issues of interest to women only from a 
man’s perspective. 

More than half of most dailies’ gports . 

coverage, for exam- 

pic, is devoted to . 
men’s and boys’ ac- 
tivities, she said, 
with only a smatter- 
ing of news about 
girls’ and women’s' 
sports. And many of 
the studies on heart- 
disease issues that 
come out in print 
have to do with rc-" 
search done on 
men, so she will try Goldmann 
to get her hands on i 

women’s studies and publish them. 

The Idaho Women’s Times, she said will 
fine-tune and address women on these is^ 
sues, she said. And it will also provide role 
models through profiles. 

Rep. Patricia Schrocdcr, D-Colo., who 
chairs the Congressional Caucus for Wom- 
en, is featured on the cover of the first is- 
sue and wrote n article about women in ^ 
health. Also profiledjs Marilyn Shuler, ex-„ 
ccutivc director of the Idaho Human Rights 
Commission. 

"We’re telling her story, and we feel that 
in Idaho wc have women who arc wonder- 
ful role models and mentors,” she said. 
"And every mo/ith we well be picking a 
woman through a vast array of names that 
have been given to me, and we will be 
telling her story.” 

Goldmann said the newspaper will have 
a number of highly qualified contributors: 
Dory Lundy, former writer for the Los An- 
geles Times and Palm Springs Magazine; 
Judy Spritzer, a writer for the Colorado 
Womdn News, nnd Suzanne Brittsan, who 
has written articles for Cycling magazine, 

' to name a few. ' 

She said the paper will be politically 
neutral, and cover anything pertinent to 
women. It will be basically a news publica- 
tion, she said — not a place to find such 
items as “How. to bake a pic,” although 
there will be a focus on nutrition. The_ 
newspaper will also provide resources for 
readers. 

"For instance, lupus - many women have 
lupus,” she said. “Our newspaper is going 
to tell you how to get hold of the National 
Lupus Foundation, and how to recognize 
signs and symptoms." 

In addition, printouts on such subjects 
will be available on request, she said. And 
if a woman is looking for job training, she 
will be put in contact with organizations 
that can help. r ^ __

al from New York promoter Sid Bern- 
stein. 

Just last week Bernstein, who pre- 
sented the Beaties al Shea Stadium in 
1965 and 1966, offered McCartney, 
Harrison and Starr $25 million if they 
would perform as the Beatles at next 
year’s Z5th anniversary of the Wood-

’’I don’t think they’ll take Sid any 
more seriously than anybody else 
does,” said William King of Beatle- 
fan magazine. “I can’t for a second 
believe they’d get up onstage or any- 
where else with a stand-in and call 
themselves the Beatles. It goes 
against everything they’ve said for 
the last 20 years.” 

King, Wiener and Jim Berkcn- 
stadt, who broke the story of the ex- 
Beatles' reunion in the collectors’ 
magazine Goldmine this month, 
agree it’s highly unlikely there will 
ever be a new album under the Beat- 
les name unless it’s drawn from the 
vast reservoir of unreleased material. 

“It’ would 'be'a'very'dlfficult chal-~ 
lenge for them to record this music 
and not have It compared to the 
past,” says Berkenstadt. 

Berkenstadt learned of the latest 
sessions from an employee of one of 
the former Beatles. The employee, 
promised anonymity, said the former 
Beatle himself had told him that 
back in August, McCartney, Harri- 
son, Starr and producer George Mar- 
tin had indeed recorded one song to- 
gether at a secret location. “There 
were no details," Berkenstadt said, 
"but he said that the song was 
great.” - 

. King agrees that some of the mu- 
sic to come out of a new collabora- 
tion may not be so “incidental.”

In the course of the 
evening, Harrison, McCartney and 
Starr all drifted to the stage, where 
they ended upplayingnot only Little • 
Richard and Chuck Berry classics, 
but also “Sgt. Pepper,” “Magical 
Mystery Tour” and “Get Back." 

No tape exists of this event, but 
McCartney said soon afterward: 
“We were having a booze-up and a 
laugh and suddenly we were playing 
• together again. It felt pretty good to 
me ... . It’ll be great to do one like 
that again with just the four of us. 
once Sean (Lennon) is 5 and John 
starts playing again.” 

Mark David Chapman ended that 
possibility with a bullet a year later. 

With Lennon gone, "it’s not likely 
(McCartney, Harrison and Starr) are 
going to put something out as the 
Beatles," said King.

eminent at age 14, and served on the 
school board in a 'district that cov- 
ered six high schools.

“Hello, this is Alan Jackson,” says 
this aw-shucks voice with a soft 
Georgia drawl via the telephone. It’s 
exactly the voice you imagine when 
listening to Jackson’s earnest slices 
of Americana, songs like "Chatta- 
hoochee,” “Chasin’ That Neon Rain- 
bow" and "Mercury Blues."

Jackson third album, 
"A Lot About 
Livin’ (And A Little ‘Bout Love)," 
just hit the three million sales mark, 
his "Chattahoochee" single is the No. 

1 country tune of 1993 and he recent- 
ly nabbed a Grammy nomination. 

If he doesn’t win, it won’t surprise 
him. For all of Jackson’s success 
(each album has sold more than the 
previous), he usually walks out of 
those award shows with one trophy, 
two if he’s lucky, while Vince Gill or 
Garth Brooks needs a wheelbarrow 
to drag the accolades home. 

“The awards are great. I’ve won a 
few and have been nominated several 
times. But I’m hot real visible,” says 
Jackson, 35, from his home in 
Nashville, where he lives with his 
wife of 14 years, Denise, and daugh- 
' ters Mattie, 3, and Aii, four months. 

“I pretty much make my records, 
tour and spend all my free time with 
my family. I’m not a real social per- 
son. I’m just kind of a laid-back 
homebody." 

Things were different in early 
1990 when his first record, “Here In 
the Real World,’’ had just been re- 
leased. Back then Jackson was will- 
ing to do the industry parties, hobnob 
■with the honchos, “do. whatever I_ 
could do to get the career going. But 
I didn't grow up in the music com- 
munity, so that is not natural for me." 

Jackson grew up in Ncwnan, Ga., 
the son of a mechanic. He figured he 
would probably ease into his father's 
profession and spend the rest of his 
life restoring classic automobiles. 
Music wasn’t much of a priority dur- 
ing the early part of his life. 

"Nobody in my family played any 
instruments," he says. “My sisters 
and mother sang some but there were 
not too many records going in my 
house and not too many concerts 
where 1 grew up. 

“But I guess 1 had a natural attrac- 
tion to music. I sang in high school 
some, was part of a duo with a friend 
of mine, then it grew into a band."

Prejudice on trial 


C.S. Lewis: Evangelist for our time

WASHINGTON — An all- 
American crowd scene in 
"Philadelphia” teems with fighting- - 
mad AIDS activists and poster- 
wielding homophobes, “AIDS 
cures homosexuality” reads one 
handmade sign, caught and held 
for a moment by Jonathan 
Demme's cameraman. It’s a clue 
— maybe not a subtle one — that 
prejudice, not gayness, is on trial in 
the heart-wrenching courtroom 
drama at hand. 

Set in the City of Brotherly Love 
for ironic reasons, "Philadelphia," • 
like so many' classics of this lofty 
genre ("To Kill a Mockingbird”), 
tries the beliefs of the American 
people. Are they as noble as they 
imagine? Is not this a land where 
all men arc created equal — or 
must they be straight men? 

It's less like a film by Demme 
than the best of Frank Capra. It is 
not just canny, corny and blatantly 
patriotic, but compassionate, com- 
pelling and emotionally devastat- 
ing. Mr. Smith in this instance is , 
Joe Miller (Denzel Washington), a 
crafty ambulance chaser who 
advertises on TV. Like Paul 
—Newman’s alcoholic loser in “The 
Verdict," Joe is the film’s true pro- 
tagonist. It’s he, not his. client, 
Andrew Beckett (Tom Hanks), 
who needs to change. Though he 
has committed himself to the taw, 
Joe is a judgmental man. 
Homosexuals make Joe’s skin 
crawl. 

Andrew, on the other hand, is a 
spiritually evolved human being — 
just, forgiving and kind. Yes, he is 
dying of AIDS, but that is not a 
matter of character, as the movie 
points out. Yes, he was unfaithful 
to his partner, Miguel (Antonio 
Banderas), but that is hardly an 
..uncommon. occurrence. He and . 
Miguel — like Hillary and Bill — 
have already put that behind them. 

Well .on his way to the next 
world, he is already half-man, half- 
angel when he asks Jdc to represent 
him in if suit against his former 
employer. Andrew, the young top 
gun in a prestigious law firm, has 
been firied for alleged incompe-* 
tcncc, but he is sure that it’s 
because nc has AIDS.

What should you do when faced 
with four obvious losers In a major- 
suit game? The last thing to do is to 
concede down one. Play on. The 
wont that can happen Is that the op- 
ponents get their four winners; the 
best that can happen Is tha t you give 
them what an enemy deserves. 

Dummy's spade ace wins and a 
low trump goes to the jack, king and 
ace. West leads another spade to 
dummy's king, and South leads a 
second trump, East's discard con- 
firming the suspected bad break. 

Obviously South must lose three 
trump tricks, and he has no place to 
put his losing diamond. Is It time to 
. concede, with complaints about the 
bad luck? Grit your teeth and play 
on.' The wont Is already obvious; 
from here on, things can only 
Improve. 

South should win his trump queen, 
leaving West’s two high trumps at 
large. Dummy’s club king la cashed, 
the top diamonds come next, and 
Sou ill ruffs dummy’s last spade 
(trick number 1 seven for South). 
West must follow suit to tho ace and 
queen of clubs (nine tricks), and 
when South leads his last club, West 
Is finished. If he ruffs,; dummy dis- 
cards and eventually scores a small 
trump. And If West discords, dum- 
my scores a low trump Immediately 
for trick number 10. 

What to do with four “unavoid- 
able' losers? Force the enemy to 
take two of their wlnnen on the 
same trick.
